ofAiucricnu Consuls in 


A« the results of inquiries nmdo at the 


State Department it has beou laaruod 
that tha subject ol Governor Butler's 
recent letter to Secretary Folger—"pau- 
per immigration from Ireland"—has for 
gome mouths been under consideration 
in that Department. A number of re- 
ports relating thereto hare been re- 
oeired, and among the most interesting 
is one from C annul General Herritt, of 
London, giving the results of au inves- 
tigation made at his request in March 
last by the United States Consuls iu 
Ireland. The Consuls beliere the dis 
tress prevailing at present is not axcep- 
tional in its character, and that the pub 
liahed accounts, to the contrary notwith- 
standing, are exaggerated. 
Iu 
tho 


poorer agricultural districts the situation 
of the peasantry is miserable, and ab- 
ject poverty is the rule, but, sad as it is, 
it has been the same for years, and has 
become the normal condition of life. 
The prospects of an amelioration of the 
present condition in. the immediate fu- 
ture are most discouraging. 
It is al- 


together unlikely that the Government 
will shortly commence public works to 
give employment to the people, as the 
policy settled upon for relief is either 
by the workhouso or by emigration. 
With great unanimity the Consuls agree 
that the present condition of tho Irish 
people must act as a powerful stimulus 
to emigration, and many interesting 
facts are given in their reports to illus- 
trate this branch of investigation. As 
to the question whether or not the Gov- 
ernment guardians of the poor, as as- 
serted, are engaged in sending paupers 
to the United Statas, some diversity o 
opinion exists, which may be accountec 
for by the difference) of the localities 
-from which the Consals write. Consu 
Burrows, of Dublin, says that uo such 
practice is in operation in his district 
•Consul Wood, of Belfast, writes: 
inaw of no organized effort for an; 
large exportation of sufferers aud pau 
pors to the United States. No doub 
many will find tn«ir way there by th 
aid of friends, and often in atreasure b 
charitable funds. It is believed tha 
most of such emigrants are withou 
means, and, what IB worse, withou 
skill in tiudea or occupations, and wit: 
so little money as to afford no promise 
of any issnactabln support on their ar 
rival in America." Consul Lirarrnore 
of LondonJoriy, undeistands that GOT 
ernment agents, with no great success 
however, endeavored to induce the poo 
and la/y to emigrate. In some looalitie 
the Guardians of the Poor are dasirou 
that those should emigrate who ar 
likely to remain in a state of chroni 
poverty at home, and thus save the rat 
for their possible support. Genera 
Merritt I'o'ors to tho subject of Ameri 
can aid to Ireland as follows: "As to r» 
lievtng Irish distress by contribution 
of money from tbe United States, whic! 
hare always been so liberal, tha charge 
have been so frequent in the pabt tha 
much of this money has bean used fo 
other purposes, that they suggest in th 
future the utmobt caia be taken in 
choosiu/ the channels through which 
cnarity is to be administered. There is 
enough dire poverty and need in tbe 
western and southern Co*st regions to 
excite sympathy and insure the helping 
hand of those charitably disposed ev- 
erywhere."

lur relations with Mexico are attracting 
a good deal of attention here. His as- 
piration is that the people of the two 
countries would appreciate the force of 
Jcneral Grant's assertions that tha in- 
erests of tho United States and of 
ileMco should be made identical, com- 
mercially, socially and politically, and 
bat the ex-President would be the 
•ecogmzed leader of a movement to help 
he B/epublio of Mexico in the develop- 
ment of her resources, and bring about 
ho natural commercial union of the 
.wo countries. 
It is bilieved Conk- 


ing's assertions have a signiucancs that 
does not altogether appear on the trar- 
:ace. A leading Democratic statesman 
said: "It looks to me like the shrewd 
outlining of a new and statesmauly pol- 
icy for the Bepublioan party, one that 
s broad enough to appeal to national 
pride, and, at the sumo time, to lift the 
party out of the slough of small politics 
,n which it has been wallowing ever 
since Robertson was made Collector ol 
/his port. Tht Mexican problem is one 
that properly belongs to the Democracy, 
iu deference to its historical antecedents, 
jut I am afraid theso Republicans have 
got the start of us and are going to 
steal our thunder."

4,38*5.739 m- 
liuuitauca auct ceu years iator u con- 
tained 5,082,871 people. The growth 
of the cities is also very lapid. Twenty- 
five of them contained 2,519,935^inhabi- 
tants iu 1830. 
But agriculturally New 


York is very great, ranking second only 
to Illinois in the value of its farm pro- 
ducts, $178,025,695. As a fruit-growing 
State it hits no equal, as it produced 
$8,409,791 in 1830, or one-sixth of the 
entire crop of the Uuion. It is much 
the greatest manufiiotunug State, Us 
$1,680,608,569 of uiauufixetared po- 
ducts having been more than one-fifth 
of the manufactured products of tha 
entire country in 1880. 
The assessed 


valuation of New York ui that year was 
$2,651,940,006 or equal to that of the 
sue Ne.v England States together. New 
York is properly culled the Empire 
State, and its people will b3 impatient 
to find in the census of 1885 evidence 
that it is likely to maintain iU position 
in spite of the swift giowth of newer 
States. 
It costs about $0,500,000 a. 


year to run the State government.

AliMOST A FAIRV 


Wonderful Muccess of » Formei 


Protege or tlie 4Jiiivl»»ati C'lill- 
<lrcu'w Home.

On a bright Spring morning, in the 


year 1867, a bootblack was stopped ou 
one of the streets of Cincinnati by 
ragg»d, tattered, dirty boy, who coolly 
asked to borrow his box aud brush, and 
to allow him to use it while the other 
was selling papers. He gave as s\ reason 
for this remarkable request that he was 
hungry and wanted to earn enough to 
buy a breakfast. The street arab was 
quite taken with the stranger, bough' 
him something to eat, and finally ad 
vised him to go to tho Children's Home 
be admitted under a fictitious name, so 
that if he "didn't like it he might skip 
out," and to give the place a trial. The 
lad did so, except that he gave his rea 
name, and told the truth about himself 
His mother was dead, and hia fathei 
had deserted him. 


After spending a few months at th 


Home he was bound to a farmer. Bu 
the farmer's boys misused him, and hi 
raa away and returned to the institution 
Agam he wan sent to live in the country 
this time with another farmer, and one 
more he flsd to the city without askini 
permission. Ha was determined not t 
become a farmer and would not live i 
the country. At last he was place* 
with a stoue-cutter, meanwhile UvinL 
at the Home, and he learned the trade 
When he was turned out a proficien 
workman the Home authorities sen 
him for a couple of terms to a busmes 
college and then the boy quit tbe in 
stitutioii to begin life for himself. 


At that time, In 1877, thn Cmcinnat 


Southern llailroad was iu process o 
construction, and th* boy, now grown 
to ba a mac, went down to live iu Keu 
tucky or Tennessee to work as a stone 
cutter. He received $4 per day, but h 
had scarcely been employed a week 
when he was made foreraau at a salar 
of $30 per week. He gave such satis 
faction in this position that before long 
he was given the place of snp»rintendeo 
of a section, receiving $200 per rnout! 
and his expenses. The young man di< 
not have a single extravagance, and he 
saved almost every cent he earned. 
Finally, he became a sub-contractor on 
the road, aud he managed his affairs 
' with such judgment that whou finally 
the Southern wus completed he had a 
credit of $23,000 to his account at the 
bank. 


He then came to Cincinnati for a 


short time, doing business as a stone 
contractor. His next move was to the 
West, where he built several portions of 
the Union Pacific aud Denver and Rio 
Graudtt Railroads, finishing his work in 
thm direction by erecting two hotels in 
Denver—thut is, building them for other 
parties. Finally ho Moused the hue 
intn Texas and purchased a herd of

which he had purchased in northwest- 
ern Colorado. Ho went into cattle- 
raising OR an extensive scale, and with 
the most wonderful success. At present 
he annually disposes of n Urge number 
of cattle m Chicago for $38 or $40 per 
head, his expense in raising and trans- 
porting (jack animal being $8 25. His 
cattle at the ranch now number 1,000, 
he has a drove of 400 horses, and ia said 
to be worth $80,000.

West he married a lovely girl in George- 
town, Ky., and his family, consisting of 
two uhildien,4llve fit Colorado Spring*, 
as the mncli is too 110.11 the Indians for 
peaco and comfort. 


This phenomenally successful pro- 


tege of the Home who is now jubt 
twenty-eight years, of age, was in the 
city a few days ago and paid a visit to 
the old institution, the memoiy of 
which he cherishes in his h«urt, with 
thd greatest affection. 
He aitributus all 


his foitune to tha teachings he received 
within its walls, and promises to con 
tnoute largely to its fuuda, although he 
has not yet done so. The story of his 
life reads almost like a Persian fairy 
tale, which fairly glitters with jewels 
and gold, but it has ) bo advantage of 
being true. Naturally the Trustees of 
the Home follow the footsteps of their 
boy with the gieatest mterost, and tukw 
ull the oiedit for his unexampled pros- 
perity to themselves, ulthougliit is more 
thuu probable that he was one of nti- 
tuie's hapuy children, born not only 
with luok, but with the necessary plnoli 
aud determination to make the best of 
it.

NEVADA'S IUVKIS. 


In be Roilueuied. 


By a circular from the Treasury De- 


partment, issued April 19, 1883, it is 
settled that unused bank check stamps, 
proprietary stamps, including stumps 
on medicinal preparations, perfumery, 
matches, etc., will be redeemed in ac- 
cordance with Section o,426 of United 
States Revised Statutes, iis amended 
March 1, 1879. This is a question 
which is of considerable interest to a 
large class of persons, and they have 
been afraid that they would be forced 
to lose all tbe money invested in unused 
stamps. As above stated,, provision 
has been made for the redemption of 
all such stamps. 


The illecliuiiica' Fulr. 


The Trustees of the Mechanics' Fair, 


having decided to hold a Fair this year, 
have organized a Board of-Managers of 
the Eighteenth Industrial Exhibition, 
to open on September llth and close ou 
October 13th.

A JCecciit Improvement to Secure 


Safe Passage or the Rapids. 


A few weeks since, says the Los An- 


geles Herald, as announced in the Her 
aid, Captain J. A. Mellon, one of the 
pioneers of the Colorado Kiver Steam- 
ship Line, left for the upper Kiver per 
steamiihip Mohnve, to El Dorado can- 
yon, in Lincoln county, Nevada, with 
instructions from the company to pro- 
ceed from ther» with a select crew up 
the river to Devil's Gate and through 
Black canyon, past.Callville, the present 
limit of navigation, to the mouth of 
the Virgin river, 100 miles above Call- 
ville, and prepare the extreme limit of 
navigation in the following 
manner: 


To plant iu the solid rook in the two 
canyons six ring bolts, four feet long, 
the rings of which to be of a diameter 
of eight inches, and the ring bolts to be 
of two-inoh iron. This apparatus is for 
the purposa of securing lines from the 
steamers \vbile passing 
through the 


dangerous rapids iu the two canyons, 
and as during high water th« steamers 
are run clear up to the month of the 
Virgin river, with a possibility of dis- 
aster, the precaution is a wise one. The 
Salt Works Mining Company of Virgin 
river ships enormous quantities of rock 
salt f'-oiu ths capacious raines on that 
stream, by the steamers, iu the season, 
to the company's mill at El Dorado, 
from whence it is shipped all through 
Arizona, Sonora aud New Mexico aa a 
manufactured product ready for the 
trade. 
In addition to the business in- 


terest in this icouoclactio move, it is 
stated that the scanery above Fort Mo- 
have, and from there to Virgin river, is 
of the grandest description, and scarce- 
ly to be excelled in pietureaqueneSB on 
the American continent, in home plucos 
the river being scarcely wide enough to 
allow the steamur to puss between the 
massive blufl's ot basalt 10 rock. At 
"ther poiuU tins stve.uu widous out 
into u lake, while ou either side stand 
the grand, gloomy, barren mountains, 
«s if forbidding tb« footsteps of man to 
penetrutg the secret precincts beyond. 
All who can, should take a trip up this 
wonderful river at high water, und he 
will soon learn what a small figure ho 
cuts iu comparison with the grand 
woHcs of ^bp Vlnvft'ifcy.

It started oat with, 
grant of 756 miles of road built aud in 
operation; another grant of 25,000,00( 
acres of iftid, said tojbe -worth on the 
average $5 per acre, and a Government 
guarantee of the clear gift of $25,000,- 
000, to be paid by installments, so much 
upon the completion of each section oi 
twenty miles. Its charter exempts the 
road equipment and capital stock from 
taxes for ever, and it has free right of 
way, with all the materials for con- 
struction and equipment free from duty. 
The whole mileage to be built by the 
company is less than 2,400 miles. The 
eastern half of it will not cost more than 
$15,000 a mile, or $18,000,000. The 
western half, including passage through 
two ranges of mountains, may cost an 
average of $35,000 a mile, or 842,000,- 
000; a total probable cost of $50,900,- 
000, of which tha Government pays 
$25,000,000, leaving for the company 
but $35,000,000, which 7,000,000 acres 
of their laud grant from Winnipeg-west- 
ward will pay. 
They will then have 


left their entire capital stock and 18,- 
000,000 acres of land for the construc- 
tion of conuactious and branches and 
equipment, and for th« creation of con 
tieotiug Hues of steamships from Mon- 
treal to Europe at the East, and from 
Port Moody with Anstrsilia, China and 
San Francisco at the West. A company 
so rich iu funds and exempt from all 
tases for ever, and so large a surplus, 
ought to become a regulator of all the 
other transcontinental .railways, and 
force them into reasonable and fair 
treatment of the public.
